Harvard Badly Beaten in the Annual 
Varsity Boat Race, 


The New Hayeon Oarsmen Finishing 
-Many Lengths Ahead. 


Yale Freshmen also Get Away With Co- 
lumbia and Harvard in the 
Two Mile Race on the” 
Thames.

New Lonpon (Ct.,) July 1.—[By the 
Associated Press.| This has been a Yal> 
week with a Yale finish. There was 
Tuesday’s baseball victory over Har- 
vard. This morning, there was the 
Yaie freshmen's conquest over Harvard 
95 in the annual two-mile row on the 
Thames, and to make.a glorious finish 
of the season’s aggregation of Yale's 
athletic achievements came the record 
of the Yale varsity eight in turning the 
tables on the Harvard crew this after- 
noon. 

Criticism of either Yale's blade or 
body work is difficult. The crew is 
called the most perfectly drilled which 
ever represented it. The Harvard 
oarsmenship, however, was unsteady. 
While the stroke was followed mod- 
erately well, the in board work of the 
Harvard men was highly unsatisfactory. 
All the afternoon excursion trains 


brought loads of people, who were soon’ 


transferred to the big passenger steam- 
ers. The water was perfectly smooth,: 
and a good breeze was blowing at the 
back of the crews as they rowed down 
the stream withthe tide. All circum- 
stances favored Yale and were adverse 
‘to Harvard. Yale chese the east 
course and at just 5 o’clock both crews 
entered their shells and took up their 
positions. | 

At 5:17 the boats got off, Harvard 
leading with thirty-nine strokes, Yale 
about thirty-eight. One hundred and 
fifty yards from the start, Yale found 
form and the prow shot past Harvard. 
Harvard quickened her stroke, making 
a fight before relinquishing the lead. 
In doing so she dropped into bad form, 
causing the boat toroll. Both crews 
then settled downto the stroke, Har- 
vard with a quick, speedy dash, and 
Yale with a deliberate powerful force, 
which made space between the two 
shells at every dip. At the half mile 
Yale was half a the lead, with 
both crews spurting finely. 

HARVARD BADLY BEATEN. | 

At the mile Yale was three lengths 
ahead, Harvard rowing thirty-five 
strokes, Yale thirty-seven. Between 
there and the mile and a half Yale took 
matters more easily and the positions 
were unchanged. At the two-mile-post 
Yale was four lengths ahead and pull- 
ing more vigorously. ® Harvard was 
further handicapped by bad steering at 
this point, and at the two-mile-and- 
a-half-post Yale was. fully eight 
lengths ahead. Harvard was splash- 
ing badly, the crew having gone 
to pieces. After the third mile-post 
it was a procession, Yale working with 
mechanical precision, .with Harvard 
ragged. As the boats passed between 
the long line of yachts which inclosed 
the finish, a rousing salute was given 
both crews and the effect was magical. 


The strokes quickened and the oarsman- 


ship of both crews was decidedly more 
trim. At5:37:48 the Yale boat shot 
by the finish with Harvard fifteen or 
sixteen lengths inthe rear. Harvard's 
shell crossed the line 554 seconds 
after Yale. 

Every whistle in New London was let 
loose and the din was distracting. 
Thousands of blue flags floated aloft, 
while the crimson dropped or was kept 
modestly out of sight. The official time 
for the four miles is: Yale, 20:48; 
Harvard, 21:42%. Early in the day 
Harvard men wanted odds of $100 to 
$70, but the last bets were made at 
$100 to $75. 

YALE FRESUMEN ALSO WIN. 

The ‘‘cocked hat’’. boat race, two 
miles straight away, between the Fresh- 
men eights of Yale, Harvard and Co- 
lumbia. was rowed here today at the 
flood tide and with the current, start- 
ing at 11:15 a.m. The conditions of 
the wind and tide were. almost 
perfect. Early in the forenoon 
the rain came down quite heavily. 
While the crews were on their way to 
the starting point and a breeze started 
up, making the water somewhat trough 
before the sta Harvard won the toss 
and chose the middle course. Yale 
selected the west. Columbia was given 
the east. Beforethe word was given 
for the start rain began to pour down 
and a strong northw rest headwind began 


| to blow. 


At the pistol shot Columbia. caught 
the water first, though Yale’s powerful 
strokes ave that crew the lead at once. 
All rowed a fast stroke, thirty-nine to 
forty-one to the minute, for the first 
quarter ofa mile. At the end of that 
distance they were weil bunched, Yale 
leading by a few yards, Columbia and 
Harvard very close together. Yale 


then dropped her stroke to thirty-eight.

Exciting Political Campaign in En- 
gland 


Tories and Liberals Spending Immense 
Sams to Influence Voters—The Gov- 
ernment Anticipating Defeat—

Lonpon, July 1.—[Copyright, 1892,

The present generation has seen no 
general election which will be so hotly 
contested as the one now proceeding. 
Party feeling is so embittered that 
oper conflicts are prevented only by 
the restraifits of the judicious system 
now existing for the control of election 
procedure. Enormous sums of monev 
are being spent by both Conserva- 
tives and Liberals in hidden ways to’ 
evade the bribery act. Socialist and 
labor candidates are thinning out. To- 
night’s list presents thirty-three, seven 
of whom have no chance of success and 
only aim to spoil the chances of the’ 
Liberals’ opponents. The labor ques- 
tion is the front plank in the platform 


@f Liberals and Conservatives alike. 


The Conservatives are outbidding in the 
extent of theif social programme. 
Trades unions are suspicious of Con- 
servative pledges and continue to fa- 
vor the Liberal candidates. 

No new factor has appeared during 
the week to altar the previous forecast.
